ODD PRESERVES. 


Peach Leather of the Soath and Wild 
Rose Jum of Europe. 

Perhaps the oddest of all jams (some 
of which Is Imported into this country) 
is made 2 A pati au red pulp obtained from 
mth vessels of the common wild 
rose of Burope. It is brick red in color 
aud, a8 might be imagined, is in flavor 
entirely unlike any other known kind 
of preserve. 

In parts of the south what ls known 
as “‘peuch leather” Is made from peach 
Juice, which Is put Into bright pans and 
dried in the sun. In the dry state it 
looks a good deal like leather and is 
eaten without further preparation, keep- 
ing for an indefinite time, 

There {s commonly manufactured In 
Turkey a similar product from grapes, 
the juice belng evaporated to the con- 
sistency of molasses, Some flour is 
mixed with it, dnd the stuff is spread 
in thin sheets upon muslin, belug then 
exposed to sunshine for a couple .of 
days, 

In the same oriental country walnuts 
are commonly strung upon twine and 
after coating them with a mixture of 
grape molasses and sugar are dried. 
Travelers bound on long journeys fre- 
quently carry these strings of nuts, 
which afford much nourishment in con- 
centrated shape. 

In California a delicious sirup {s 
made from ‘orange juice, which of 
course Is quite rich In sugar. And in 
Virginia watermelon sirup, which is 
said to be particularly delicious, 1s not 
unknown as a local product.—Philadel- 
phia Press.

FOR SENDING MONEY

Goes to England; but Consid- 
erable Comes This Way. 


Originally the only means of send- 
ing a remittance in the form of an 
order payable on demand was through; 
the post office, but, owing to the fact 
that these orders cannot be cashed 
at all offices, the use of the exprese 
money order has become common. 


At one time the express companies 
were satisfied to carry the actuai 
cash from one person to another; thir 
involved much risk, extra labor, and 
consequently higher rates. Gradual 
ly, however, it-dawned upon ther. 
that it would be safer, cheaper, anc 
more convenient for everybody con 
cerned, if, instead of requiring the re 
mitter to put his money into an en , 
velope and seal it, the agent woule | 
take the money and give the reinit 
teran order on theexpress agent at 
destination, to pay the money to thi 
payee out of funds which had accum 
ulated in like. manner nat the destin 
ation office. The same object wa: 
attained; the money was transmit 
ted from the remitter to the payee 
but under conditions which wer | 
much more satisfactory to the cus | 
tomer and to the express company. | 
Starting thus in a small way, the} 
convenience of the plan soon realized ' 
and the business_increased, and, ns! 
it inereased, improvements in the; 
methods of handling it were made 
from time to time, decreasing thc 
cost and increasing the effectiveness 
till now the express money ordei 
system has become one of the great 
ert public conveniences ever devis , 
ed, and today there is no other sys 
tem for transmitting money tha 
gives more satisfactory service to fi

The express companies claim that 
by reason of their large number o 
agencies throughout Canada, and b, 
their connections with the expres.

The 
applications are deult with promptly, 
and refund will be made to the re- 
mitter or the amount pnid to the 
payee, without extra charge, at any 
express office. Thus, if an order is 
issued in Toronto, and is lost by the 
remitter, or goes astray in the mails 
(or falls into the wrong persons’ 
hands) the remitter may apply for a 
refund at Toronto. or, if he be in 
some other part of the country, he 
may apply to an express agent wher- 
ever he is, and it will be arranged, 
and, if he is traveling, the amount 
may be paid to him through an ex- 
press agent at still another part of 
the country, or, if he prefers, pay- 
ment will be made to the original 
payee, wherever he may be.

Agents’ there, with instructions sent 
by letter as to whom payments are 
to be made in the various districts 
of China proper. We also send con- 
siderable amounts to Yokohama. In 
fact, as you will remember, we sent 
The Star’s Japanere Famine Fund 
there.” 

Polee, Russians, and Italans also 
senc. various sums of money to their 
relatives in the Old Land during De- 
cember. It is very rare indeed for 
any foreigners in Canada to receive 
money. The stream is almost invnri- 
ably in the other direction. On the 
other hand there is considerably more 
money sent out in this form from 
England to Canada than vice versa. 
—Toronto Star. 


The Order Changeth. 

There is a touch of sadness in the 
announcement that the Barnardo 
Farm Home at Russell, Manitoba, ‘s 
tu be permanently closed. For twenty 
years the home has been a training 
school to teach farming to the boys 
sent out from England. Conditions 
have so changed, however, that the 
boys can be sent direct to the homes 
of farmers, and the institution is no 
longer necessary.

To open a frult jar try placing a 
warm fiatiron on the cover for a few 
moments.

“LORD” SCULLY IS DEAD 


OWNED 200,000 ACRES OF LAND IN 
UNITED STATES. 


Irishman. Who Had Large Tracts In 
[Zaoks, Missouri, Kansas, and Ne- 
braska, and Introduced British 


Tenant System In U. 8. Passes 
Away In London—Hatred of His 


Methods Compelled Him to Become 
Naturalized Citizen. 


“William Scully, more generally 
known as “Lord Scully,” the Irish land- 
lord in America, died in London re- 
-eently at the age of 85, leaving an es: - 
tate said to be worth $50, 000,000. 

Scully was o native of ‘Tipperary, 
Ireland, He owned more farms than 
any other man in America. He begun. 
buying land in the United States more 
than fifty years ago. 

Altogether he owned 200,000 acres 
of American Jand, including: In Logan, 
Sangamon, and Livingstcn conties, 
Ill, 46,000; in Kansas, 50,000; fn Ne- 
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“LORD” BCULLY. 


braska, 60,000; In Missouri, 40,000. 
These lands he leased to tenants for 
a cash rental. Incidentally he was wide- 
ly execrated by certain sections of the 
population in the west for his attempt - 
to foster “Irish landlordism” 
America. 

So bitter did the sentiment against 
Scully become that Illinoia passed a — 
law decluring an alien incapable of - 
holding lands in Illinois and requiring 
all such to sell their holdings within 
three years, This law was declared un- 
constitutional by the United States 
Supreme Court. 


Then Illinois passed a modified law, »: 


and Scully became a naturalized cit: eg 
zen of the United States. He made his 
home in Washington, D.'C., taking ° 
the old John A. Logan bouse, where 
he lived without ostentatiun. His two 
sons still reside there, and their fa- 
ther’s body will be brought there for 
burial. ; 

“Lord” Scully was a scientific farm- 
er. He boaghi all his land after a per- 
sonal inspection. In 1851 he came to 
the United States to invest money in 
land. Landing at Philadelphia, he 
bought a horse and a spade and started 
west searching for land. He rode on 
horseback from Philadelphia through 
the states of Pennsylvania, Indiana, N- 
linois, Missouri, -Kansas, Nebraska, 
pound Wisconsin, testing the soil with 
his spade. He gave two years to the 
trip and then he bought his land. Much 
of his land in Illinols cost him only- 
$1.25 an acre, 

‘Having bought his lands, Scully pro- 
ceeded to establish tenants. He drew. 
his own leases and for years looked 
after the business himself, living with 
his family at Lincoln, Il. 

He made the following rules, 
which al’ tenants had to subscribe: 

Tenants must be temperate. 

They must pay their debts. 

They must not quarrel with their 
nefghbors. 

They must build their own houses 
and barns and plant their own or- 
chards. 

They must make money for themsel- 
ves over and above the money with 
which they pay their rent, 

Their stock must be well fed. 

Thelf machinery must show good 
care. 

They must so deport themselves that 
the community will respect the Scully 
colony and the name of Scully. 

Under the terms of tbe Scully leases 
the tenants made their own {mprove- 
ments and paid the taxes on the Jands. 
If a tenant threw up his lease he lost 
his improvemarts. The rent was low, 
in many cases only amounting to from 
$1.25 to $3 an acre, 

Scully was exacting with his ten- 
ants. He compelled them to pay their 
rent promptly and to pay their debts. 
Yet te was not harsh. When crops 


to 


sfailed Scully remitted a part and some- 


times all of the rent. He never “raised 
the rent” on a tenant. He never dis- 
placed a tenant who paid $2 an acre 
in order to rent the land to some one 
else who offered $3. He never removed 
from a farm the family of a deceased 
tenant. In fact, a8 man who leased a 
Scully farm could build a home on It, 
certain of passing {t on to his children 
if they desired it 

To a large extent Scully lived down 
the prejudice which was bitter against 
him in the country twenty years ago. 
That this prejudice was widespread 
was shown by the alien land acts 
passed by Illinois and other western 
states. 

Of late years little has been heard 
of Mr. Scully. He has lived quietly and 
with none of the ostentation of wealth. 
He v.sited Europe nesrly every year. 
He was particularly fond of automa. 
biling. ,a
